The Allies and Greece. 


The situation in Greece has come at 
last to a head. An Athens message 
announces that M. Venezelos, accom- 
panied by a number of high naval and, 
military officers and other supporters, left 
the Greek capital early yesterday morn- 
ing. He is believed to have gone to Crete, 
and he may go thence to Salonika. The 
significance of this step by M. Venezelos 
is unmistakable. It means that he has 
ceased to hope for anything, from King 
Constantine. He has made up his mind 
to lead the revolutionary movement that 
aims at saving for Greece what can still 
be saved from the ruin in which the alien 
and unpatriotic policy of her Sovereign 
has involved her. M. Venezelos’s action 
gives us the measure of the depths of 
treachery to the Allies and to the first 
interests of his own country which King 
Constantine has plumbed. Through all 
his public life M. Venezelos has been, 
before all else, a loyal and devoted ser- 
vant of the Crown. He it was who 
rescued the late King George from the 
toils of the military conspiracy which had | 
all but overthrown the Monarchy. During 
the series of crises. which have followed 
upon his dismissal by King Constantine a 
year ago he has made it the touch-stone

rebellion against. King Constantine. . 
His action removes the last elements of 
doubt in the Greek situation. Even 
without this final proof there was already 
ample evidence that King Constantine is 
in league with those enemies of the 
Entente Powers who are also the natural 
enemies of his own country. The British 
i correspondents at Athens who are able to 
despatch uncensored messages are united 
in their opinion that the “firm” Greek 
Note to Germany in connection with the 
kidnapping of the Kavalla garrison and 
the reported decision upon “departure 
from neutrality in principle’’ are mere 
play-acting. The Greek Court ap- 
parently believes that impudent insin- 
cerity can be pressed to any point against 
the complaisant Allies. In essentials, 
however, its attitude is unchanged. 
General Dusmanis, the notoriously pro- 
German Chief of the General Staff, was 
relieved of his office several weeks ago ; 
but he is still to be found at the almost 
nightly conferences, attended by the Ger- 
man Minister and the First Secretary 
of the German Legation, which are held 
at the King’s Palace of Tatoi in Thessaly. 
Trenches have been dug around the 
Palace. In its neighbourhood have been 
mustered the men hitherto exempt from 
military service who have suddenly been 
called up—and called up, it is significant 
to note, only in Old Greece, not in New 
Greece, where the revolutionary movement 
is powerful. In this district of Thessaly, 
moreover, ordgrs have been given for the 
accumulation of a quantity of rolling 
stock, These proceedings on the part of 
the King follow his action in dismissing 
M. Zaimis, an honest and self-respecting 
man, and replacing him as Premier by 
his creature, M. Kalogeropoulos, an 
avowed pro-German. The action of M. 
Venezelos in identifying himself with the 
revolutionary movement provides the Allies 
with their opportunity. They may have 
been reluctant hitherto’ to proceed to ex- 
tremes lest they should provoke a reaction 
in favour of the King. The adherence 
of M. Venezelos to the widespread in- 
surrection affords a guarantee that their 
official support of it would produce 
nothing but unbounded satisfaction among 


which has not sold its soul. The Court 
faction could not long withstand the 
power of the Allies, backed by the ap- 
proval and aid of all that is worthy in 
Greece. 

Even if war with official Greece, as re- 
presented by King Constantine and his 
Government, were attended by some risk, 
that risk must be preferred to a continu- 
ance of the present situation. It is an 
obligation of the greater Allies to their 
new Ally, Rumania, that the situation 
in Greece should be cleared up without 
further delay. King Constantine, a well- 
informed correspondent at Athens declares, 
aims chiefly at keeping it in suspense for 
another month, in the hope that by that 
time Rumania will have been crushed. 
We may be confident that he will be dis- 
appointed ; but, if his hope were realised, 
he would have contributed largely 
to its realisation by depriving General 
Sarrail of full freedom to exert the power 
of the large army under his command ih 
Macedonia. Rumania has suffered from 
the restraint which the collusion of the 
Greek Government with the enemy has 
imposed upon General Sarrail’s action. 
That restraint allowed Bulgaria to 
strike heavily at Rumania from the south 
in the Dobrudja at a time when she had 
committed the bulk of her strength to the 


| western frontier. 


campaign in Transylvania across her 
Though Marshal von 
Macketsen’s stroke has failed, its delivery 
has considerably disturbed the Rumanian 
plan of campaign. It put Rumania under 
the necessity of transferring large forces 
from Transylvania to the Dobrudja, and, 
in the course of restoring the equilibrium 
on the Jatter front, of impairing it to some 
extent on the’former. While Rumanian 
forces were being concentrated in the 
Dobrudja, the advance in Transylvania 
had to be arrested. The forces disposed 
for that advance, in fact, had to be so far 
‘reduced as to provide the Austro-Germans 
with an opportunity of attacking in the 
Vulean Pass, the most southerly of the 
‘passes through the Transylvanian Alps. 
The equilibrium is now restored on both 
fronts, and in Transylvania, as well as in 
the Dobrudja with the assistance of the 
Russians, the Rumanians are gradually re- 
gaining the upper hand. A vigorous ad- 
vance by General Sarrail in Macedonia 
would decide the whole Balkan campaign. 
He must, at all costs, be freed for 
that advance by the removal of the 
sinister influences which hamper his move- 
ments from Athens. 


Dublin Markets. 


The war has not done much for agri- 
culture in Ireland. The great majority 
of our farmers still fails to-look beyond 
the abnormal and temporary profits of 
the cattle trade. In one direction, 
however—that of market-gardening—the 
war has been a definite stimulus. The 
movement for the cultivation of vacant 
plots in towns has made a good start in 
Belfast and Dublin. A women’s school for 
market-gardening has been established in 
Dublin. It-provides an occupation for 
women which is healthy, congonial, and, 
if certain obstacles can be overcome, may 
be made very profitable. In all great 
cities there is a large and constant demand 
for fruit and vegetables, and in nearly 
all gréat cities except Dublin there is a 
large demand for flowers. Fruit and 
vegetables are much dearer in Dublin 
than in London, and only the well-to-do 
classes in Dublin can afford the daily 
luxury of a handful of flowers. If all 
the idle land round Dublin were culti- 
vated intensively, it would produce enor- 
thous quantities of fruit, vegetables, and 
flowers, would give employment to 
hundreds of men and women, and would 
increase the comfort and pleasure of life 
for a great urban population. A be- 
ginning is now being made with this ad- 
mirable experiment, and to the casual 
observer its success seems to be assured. 
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the Dublin market at 1s. Id. per 
half bushel of 201bs, have been sold 
afterwards to the public at Gd. to 4d. 
per lb., and that salad sold for 2d. per 
dozen in the market is sold at one penny 
per head in the shops. These cases, if 
true, may be exceptional, but it is a 
fact beyond doubt that, as a general result 
of the system of rings in the Dublin 
markets, the producer is confined to a 
limited and wholly artificial market. The 
consumer must pay up to the standard 
which the ring chooses to set, or, 
in the case of fruit and vegetables, 
he must deprive his family and 
himself of two of the chief necessaries 
of life. So long as the rings control the 
market the widest development of inten- 
sive culture around Dublin will not make 
it really profitable for the cultivator and 
will not lighten the demand on the con- 
sumer s pocket. It is clear that, if the 
hew movément is to succeed, direct con- 
tact must be established between producer 
‘and consumer. ©The Homestead recom- 
mends the system of weekly supplies to 
private customers, which prevails largely 
in London. The market-gardeners in 
County’ Dublin could get into touch with 
a very large clientele By means of judicious 
advertisement, and could deliver their 
produce daily at their customers’ doors. 
Two or three gardeners on a small scale 
could combine to purchase a horse and cart 
for this purpose. We agree that, if the move-

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| American Plays. 


| The death of the man who wrote the 
libretto of,“ The Belle of New York” is 
|announced. . He contrived that popular 
| piece only as a pot-boiler: his ambition 
| wae to take rank among the serious 
dramatists of the day. The manuscripts 
Íof his serious dramas went the round of 
the managers and came back to him. The 
not-boiler went round the world as a great 
theatrical success. It was the first of a 
series of pieces which were imported from 
America at a time when English theatrical 
managers said that they could not get the 
right sort of thing from English 
|dramatists. The “American invasion” 
has lost its terrors for British play- 
wrights now. 
American work is no higher than 
the average of home-produced work. Of 
course, within certain limits, an English 
manager incurs less risk in producing a 
play which has been a proved success in 
America than in giving a trial to a wholly 
new work by a British playwright, and for 
that reason alone American plays will 
always henceforth have a plage in the list 
of English theatrical productions. Nothing 
that has come from America is better in 
substance, however, than the English 
plays which have had an equal measure 
of success. A few years ago English 
melodrama was too crude for a larga 
body of playrgoers. The American 
society melodrama was just the thing 
for people who are superior to the 
appeal of crude melodrama. The author 
ef “The Belle of New York” himself pro- 
duced a good example of the class of play 
to which we refer— ‘Leah Kleschna.” to 
which he attached his own name, C. M. 8. 
McLellan. “The Belle af New York” (to 
which he attached a nom-de-plume) has had 
a strong influence on the English form of 
musical comedy. Constructed at first 
chiefly on French models, English musical

comedy was soon Americanised. Bustle and 


bang became rts essentials; The newer 
revue has gone through the same process. 
[t was derived from the French form, but 
it quickly approximated to the class of 
entertainment which was established in 
favour by the success of '“ The Belle of 
New York.”

The raiding airship that visited the 
south-eastern district of London on Satur- 
day night appears carefully to have fol- 
lowed the main road from a remote suburb, 
scattering incendiary and explosive bombs 
every few hundred yards. ‘Great damage 
was done to small property in this way, 
for this main artery of London runs} 
through districts mostly occupied by work- 
ing people. Tram lines run all the way 
along this road, and the cars continued 
running while the raid was in progress. 
It is not surprising that people are of 
opinion that the ectric flashes from the 
cars were helpful in guiding the raiders. 
The Zeppelin crew, however, were not 
without means of finding out their posi- 
tion. They had extremely bright 
magnesium shells or a similar method of 
lighting up the surroundings. 

A correspondent of the Evening Standard 
complains that, while he had the lights 
out in the munition factory that he con- 
trols five seeonds after the warning that 
Zeppelins were about was given, the work 
on the adjoining railway went on all the 
time. ‘Trucks were being shunted, 
whistles were shrieking, and every now and 
again the opening of an engine fire-box 
sent a glare into the sky.” It is a very 
natural complaint, but is, nevertheless, 
based upon a misapprehension of. the 
facts. uring the earlier raids ail railway 
trathc was stopped, and it was a common 
experience to hear people say to one 
another: ‘No ‘Zepps’ to-night; you can 
hear the trains running.” But, after a 
time, the authorities came to the con- 
clusion that, in certain eventualities, it 
would be much more dangerous to have 
the railway traffic of the country held up 
for several hours than to run the risk of 
giving the aerial raiders information as to 
the whereabouts’ of the railway lines. 
Accordingly, they countermanded their 
first order, and, knowing the eventualities 
referred to, I think that they were right.

_anopher. Zeppelin had been hit over the 


North Sea, and it seems that the story had 
truth in it. A telegram from Copenhagen 
reports that fishermen saw four airships 
going slowly south-east on Sunday morn- 
ing. One, which was damaged at the back, 
was accompanied by destroyers. Pro- 
bably this was the airship hit by our guns. 
Berlin admits the loss of two Zeppelins, 
but says that all the others returned un- 
damaged. The loss of three airships in 
three ‘weeks is reported by a Swiss cor- 
respondent in Germany to have stunned 
Berlin. It has moved the German public 
more than any other event fbr many 
months, | : 

Excellent as is the “ bag ” of two air- 
ships, it would no doubt have been even 
larger if there were more aeroplanes avail- 
able for home defence; for, even if the 
aviators cannot always emulate Lieutenant 
Robinson's feat, they are likely, by 
harrying the invaders, to drive them 
within range of the anti-aircraft guns 
below. But the first business of the 
Munitions Department, must be to- provide 
the needs of the armies at the various 
fronts. There our aeroplanes are doing 
even more valuable work than bringing 
down Zeppelin raiders; but the complete 
domination which they have established 
over the enemy's air service is only main- 
tained at a heavy cost, as is shown by the 
brief statement at the end of Sir Douglas 
Haig’s despatches, both on Saturday and 
Sunday night, that “ five of our machines 
are missing.” 

The relics of the airship brought down 
three weeks ago by Lieutenant Robinson, 
V.C., were shown at a private view to-day 
in a marquee erected in the grounds of the 
Honourable Artillery Company. The air- 
oe has been reoblintvecthd as far as pos- 
sible, and on a long table lie the recon- 
structed engines, with propeller in posi- 
tion, and gear boxes. On other tables the 
framework 1s shown, the Mauser rifles of 
the crew, and many interesting portions of 
the wreck. Suspended from the roof is 
the observation car found in East Anglia. 
This car was smashed flat, but it has been 
most carefully-restored. It is made of 
aluminium, and looks very delicate: About 
five thousand feet of cAible was found 
attached to the car, and it is supposed 
that it could be lowered that distance from 
the airship, if necessary, to enable its 
occupant to report to the officer in charge. 
This car has been lent: by the Admiralty. 
Another-exhibit is a couple of switch- 
boards for the control of the dropping of 
bombs. The exhibition is to be opened to 
the public to-morrow, and will remain 
open for a week. 

Taken in conjunction with other little 
items of news from I 'gium that have re- 
cently been published, the statement that 
the temale relatives of Germans in Be!- 
gium have been ordered to leave the 
country is not without interest. True, it 
comes from. Amsterdam, which is not 
always a trustworthy source of news ; but, 
on the other hand, it is just the precaution 
which. the Germans would take if they 
thought it likely that they might be forced 
to evacuate Belgium in order to shorten 
their lines.

INTERVIEW WITH MR. NEALE. 


Much controversy has been provoked and 
many complaints have been made by business 
people in the South of Ireland owing to the 
decision of the Great Southern and ‘Western 
Railway Company to ron the morning mail 
train from Kingsbridge 55 minutes later than 
the present hour of departure, 6.40 a.m. To 
addition to the 25 minutes in accordance, with 
the Uniform Time Act, the company have de- 
cided to delay the scheduled time of starting 
by 30 minutes. The hour of arrival ‘in Cork 
will, therefore, be 11.30 a.m. instead of 10.35 
a.m. as at present. It is pointed out on behalf 
of business people that English letters will thus 
not be delivered in Cork until 
as the outgoing post will close at 3.15 p-m., 
much inconvenience will ensue. The railway 
company, on the other hand, state that, owing 
to the continuously late arrival of the mails, 
when they are handed to them at Amiens street 
by thé Dublin and South-Eastern Company, the 
altered departure is little more than putting on 

aper what is actually occurring in practice, 

ut on account of the great increase of. mails 
ought to be within a few minutes of what it is 
at present. On behalf of the Dublin and South- 
Eastern Company, it is explained that the aoe 
anys mail trains are despatched with all speed, 
but on account of the great increase in mails 
and other traffic of various descriptions 1t is 
not always possible to accomplish the journey 
between Kingstown Pier and Amiens street in 
the scheduled time. Such delays, however, it 1s 
maintained, rarely, if ever, amount to more 
than a few minutes. A delay of about a minute 
and a half is caused by the substitution of the 
engine of the Great Southern and Western Com- 
pany for that of the Dublin and South-Eastern. 
As rogards the position of the City of Dublin 
Steampacket Company, it is stated that they 
are in no way involved in the matter. Their 
boats start as soon as the mails are placed on 
board, and, the cross-Channel journey is always 
made within contract time. The late arrival of 
the mail train at Holyhead from Euston, due, 
of course, to war exigencies, delays the depar- 
ture of the mail packet, but no time is lost; 
frequently, in fact, time is made up on the 
journey across. 


ARRIVAL OF MAILS. , 

As the complaints have been made Specifically 
about the late departure of the morning ma! 
from Kingsbridge, a representative of the Irish 
Times had an interview yesterday with Mr. 
Neale, general manager of the Great Southern 
and Western Company, who explained in detail 
the reasons that led to the company's decision. 

“What has led the Company,” he stated, 
“to arrange with the Post. Office for the 
altered running of the down morning mail train 
is the fact that for years past it has not been 
able to leave Kingsbridge up to time with the 
mails. The criticism of the company’s action 13 
all based on the assumption that this train now 
leaves at the scheduled hour, viz. ;—-6.40 a.m.— 
and that the mails arrive at their destinations 
at the times shown in the time-table. As a 
matter of fact, the train has not been handed 
over to this company at Amicns street at the 
scheduled time once within the last twelve 
months. These delays are not of recent date. 
On looking up our records for the year 1913 I 
find that from June to October in 115 working 
days the train arrived late at Amiens street on 
109 occasions, the average late arrival being 164 
minutes. This was before the war, but within 
the last twelve months the running has become 
still worse. Take last month, for example. 
The average late arrival of the train at Amiens 
street was 36 minutes, and if we omit three 
occasions on which the train was 88, 63, and 74 
roimites late respectively,-and the mails had to 
bo forwarded by the train leaving Kingsbridge 
at 9.15 a.m., the average late arrival was ól 
minutes.. These figures prove that the delivery 
ef the mails at the different stations must have 
been on an average about half an hour later 
than the scheduled time, so that the altered de- 
parture from Kingsbridge is little more than 
putting on paper what is actually occurring in 
practice, and the public will not really be pre- 
jucliced by the change.” 

Questioned as to how the change will affect 
the public, Mr. Neale taid that the people who 
object in the Press to the later start of 30 
minutes apparently have no consideration for 
the travelling public. At the present time pas- 
sengers joining the train at Kingsbridge and at 
intermediate stations where the mail train stops, 
and also at stations on the connecting branch 
hnes, are under the necessity of being at their 
stations at the time-table time, and having to 
wait for varying perieds up to an hour for the 
arrival of their trains. The services in thé 
opposite direction are also disorganised owing 
to the tabled crossings on single lines—and 
nearly all the branch lines are sinple track— 
being upset by the late running of the mail 
connections. 


UNNECESSARY WAITS. 

“Tt is unfair,” he continued, “to the public 
that times of departure of trains should be pub- 
lished that we know cannot be adhered to, and 
which involve long and unnecessary waits at the 
stations. This is the state of affairs which we 
are now endeavouring to remedy by putting on 
paper the actual time that the trains are lkely 
to arrive. 

In reply to further questions, Mr. Neale said 
that from some of the comments which have 
appeared in the Press one would infer that the 
company had something to gain by the altera- 
tion. This was not so. It was being made 
with the object of conveniencing the travelling 
public, while at the same time causing only a 
very trifling interference with the mails. As sp 
matter of - fact, it -would necessitate 
the running of additional trains which 
the company had proposed to do with- 
ont during the winter. He had seen in 
the Press the letters of the City of Dublin 
Steam Packet and Dublin and Sonth-Eastern 
Railway Companies to the Cork Chamber of 
Commerce. There was nothing in these letters 
which contradicted anything he had stated. 
The outstanding fact which mattered was the 
arrival of the train at Amiens street, where it 
was handed over to his company, and the

GENERAL SIR JOHN 
MURRAY'S DESPATCH. 


A supplement to the Lonaon Gazette issuey 
yesterday contains a series of despatches and 
recommendations by General Sir Archibald 
Murray, Commander-in-Chief' of the Egyptian 
Expeditionary Force. These deal with tha 
operations in Egypt and its neighbourhood from 
the date on which General Murray assumed 
command to 3lst May, 1916, and incidentally 
touch on those in Gallipoli and Salonika, for 
the administrative work in which the Egyptian 
Command was responsible. 

In the first despatch, dated Ist June, 1516, 
General Murray says :— 

On 9th January, 1916, I arrived in Cairo, 
and, on the following day, took over the com 
mand of the Mediterranean Expeditionary 
Force: from General Sir C. C. Monro, G.C.M.G., 
K.C.B., who had ‘himself arrived from Mudros 
but a few days before.

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GERMAN OFFICIAL STATEMENT. 


A Berlin official telegram issued yesterday 
says :— 
During the. night of September 25 several 
naval airships dropped bombs on London, places 
of military importance on the Humber, and in 
the Midland Counties, including Nottingham 
and Sheffield. 
The result was everywhere observed by big 
fires, which could be seen for a long time. 
On their way, before crossing the British 
coast, the airships were taken under fire by 
guard vessels, and during the attack itself were 
under extraordinary heavy fire with incendiary 
shells, by numerous auti-craft batteries. 
They silenced some batteries hy well-directed 
volleys. 
Two airships fell victims to the enemy anfi- 
aircraft defences of London. 
All the others returned undamaged

REMOVING THE WRECKAGE, 
The Coroner bas decided not to hold an in- 
quest on the bodies of the Germans who fell 
with the Zeppelin in Essex. All the bodies 
are stated to have been recovered. The Com- 
mander appears to have jumped from the ship, 
as he was virtually unburnt. 

The police constable who handed over to the 
military authorities the Commander and crew of 
the Zeppelin which came down on Sundé@y morn- 
ing has heen promoted sergeant, and awarded 
the Merit Badge for coolness and judgment. 
Throughout Monday night the remains of the 
Zeppelin which came down in flames in Essex 
were guarded by sentries. Early yesterday 
morning the work of breaking up the wreckage 
commenced. pes were attached to the 
girders, which were drawn apart by teams of 
men of the Royal Naval Air Service, uniil the 
wreckage lay scattered over a latge part of the 
field. Search was then made for the important 
parts of the mechanism, which were removed on 


motor lorries. 

ES barn near the field lie the bodies of the 
German crew. The road at this point is held 
by soldiers, who divert all traffic through a 
neighouring field. 

Quite early yesterday morning sightseers 
began to arrive, but they found soldiers with 
fixed bayonets guarding all the hedges sur: 
rounding the field. The public were permitted 
to view the remains of the wrecked Zeppelin 
from a piece of rising ground some hundreds of 
yards away, but they were rigorously prevented 
by sentries from approaching too close, Few 
souvenirs any size were obtained by the 
miany sightseers. Every train during the 
morning brought a fresh load of people to the 
spot. . It is reported that Lieutenant Robin- 
son, V.C., visited the scene early yesterday 
morning.

The Journal publishes to-day an article en- 
titled “ The Battle of the Somme,’’ by Colonel 
Feyler, emphasising the importance of the 
British achievements. According to the writer, 
these operations on the Somme, in the middle 
of September, prove that the British Army, 
m its turn, has turned to good account the 
lessons taught by the war. ‘The realisation of 
this has had sufficient ‘effect in Germany to 
produce a significant silence on the subject in 
their official communiqués. 

These communtgués, Colonel Feyler remarks, 
may admit partie! failures in face of the 
French troops, but it has always been one of 
the sy | dogmas instilled into the Ger- 
man public by the Headquarters Staff of their 
Army that the British forces were numerous, 
but inefficient.

A TERRIFYING DRAMA. 


BRITISH BOMBARDMENT ON THE 
SOMME.

The correspondent of the Zsherté in the North 

France sends the following interesting ac- 
count of the artillery bombardment on the 
mme front :— 

Of all the artillery preparations which have 
cleared the way for the various offensives on 
the Somme, none has been of such extraordi- 
nary intensity as the bombardment to whieb 
the German positions have been subjected dur- 
ing the last seventy-two hours. Without cessa- 
tion British guns of all calibres are pouring in 
a deluge of thousands of tons of projectiles on 
the German entrenchments. Under the iron 
hail the best fortified works and the most 
powerfully organised defences crumble and dis- 
appear, burying thóse who man them under 
the ruins. 

From the spot where I am writing, twelve 
miles from the front, I can hear with strange 
clearness a series of explosions following one 
another at a second’s interval. The earth is 
shaking, and yesterday when night fell a red 
giare illumined the horizon. 

“ A terrifying drama is being enacted on the 
Somme,” said an artillery officer to me. “ 
have been through the whole of the Verdun 
battle, and I have been two months here, but 1 
have never seen anything like the havoc 
wrought by the Allied artillery yesterday. It 
surpassed anything I have witnessed."

AN AFFRONT TO IRELAND. 

Hes it ever occurred to the Prime Minister, 
inquires the Morning Post; that one of the 
inevitable results of his dealings with Ireland 
is to put a deep affront upon that country in 
the eyes of all Europe? Why is Ireland 
exempted from the obligation of universal ser- 
vice? We are not even afraid of the word 
“Conscription,” charged though it be with 
mysterious terrors for the politician. Ireland 
is not afraid either of the word or .of the 
thing. The Irishman is a born fighting man, 
and he is never at his best until he is placed 
under. discipline—and well he knows it: The 
Irish regiments in the fighting line have gal- 
lantly maintained their age-long and magnifi- 
cent reputation, and what they are asking 1s 
how their battalions are to be remforced? The 
politicians have succeeded, among them, in 
stopping recruiting in Ireland, except in re- 
spect of two or three famous [rish regiments. 

e Sinn Feiners and their German friends 
have cauéed the retention in Ireland of British 
regiments which would find no lack of occupa- 
tion elsewhere. Our’ abject Government have 
actually descended again in Ireland to the 
vulgarity of advertising for recruits. They are 
wasting money as usual. There are no con- 
scientious objectors in Ireland. On the other 
hand, there are thousands of fine young men 
who are only waiting for orders—not advertise- 
ments—to do their duty. “The relation of 
Ireland to universal service is not a political 
question, but a military question, and it must 
be decided on military grounds. If either 
the Government or the Nationalists can pro- 
duce a sound military reason for refusing to 
fill up the Irish regiments, let them do so—and 
as soon as may be. 


CHEERFULNESS AT 
BUKHAREST. 
BULGARIAN ADVANCE 

STOPPED. 


The Times correspondent in the Balkan 
Peninsula, writing from Bukharest on Satur- 
day, says—-A feeling of cheerfulness prevails, 
and it is generally believed that the Bulgarian 
advance in Dobrudja has been finally arrested. 
The journal Rumanie declares that the Ru- 
manian Generals, who doubtless possess. much 
patriotism, confidénce, and energy, but hittle 
experience, have beaten Mackensen, one of the 
greatest Generals of modern times. .The same 
journal points out the impossibility for the 
Germans to send any considerable reinforce- 
ments to the Dobrudja front. If they could 
have done it. they would heve already 
strevgthened the Bulgarien front in Mace- 
donia. The retreat of the Rumanian troops at 
Petroseny, in Transylvania, is generally re- 
garded as a local check, without any influence 
on the campaign. On the other hand, there 
has been an advance in the mountainous 
region of the Bukovittla. The operations on 
both fromts are somewhat hindered by rainy 
weather. 

Sunday—The first through train from Buk- 
harest to Brashow leaves to-day. The Press 
states that the Hungarian troops retiring in 
Transylvania have endeavoured to induce 
Rumanian peasants to accompany them, burn- 
ing the houses of those who remained, and 
taking the others. The property of Saxon and 
Szevier inhabitants is left unharmed.

DWINDLING AIRSHIP 
FLEET. 
The Aeronautical Correspondent of the Daily 
Telegraph writes :—The results obtained by the 
airship raids are not only devoid of military 


value, but totally incommensurate with the 
effort expended, The Germans simply cannot 


afford to continue the raids, for the very good 


reagon that they are proving too costly, and the 
last two raids cost the Germans the loss of four 
ships of the aggregate value of £1,000,000, and, 
far more important, because more cifficult to re- 
place, of four trained, crews. A couple of 
months ago Major Baird, the Air Board's spakies- 
man in the House of Commons, gave the total 
number of Zeppelins destroyed since the begin- 
ning of the war as thirty-five. Since then the 
Germans have lost four more. Now. even ¢he 
wildest estimates do not credit Germany with 
the capacity to produce four capital dirigibles a 
month; in all probability, the real output is 
less than half this figure: Hence, at the pre- 
sent-known rate of wastage, the Germans are 
losing considerably more airships than they are 
able to build, a process which obviously cannot 
continue indefinitely. :

Reuter’s Agency learns in British diplomatic 
quarters that the authorities in London are 
aware of the contents of the Notes addressed 
to Germany by Greece on the subject of the in- 
ternment of the Kavalla garrison and the cap- 
ture of Greek troops near Florina. These _ 
matters, however, are regarded as of quite 
secondary importance, and as in no way im- 
proving the present delicate and unsatisfactory 
situation as between Greece and the Allies.

VAST EXPANSE AND CORRESPONDING 

TACTICS. 

In Europe the taking of a trench is a matter

In eo doing 
the writer repeatedly alludes to the Atheism 
Íof the Young Turks, their almost open con- 
tempt of the religion of Islam, and their hatred 
of the Arabs, whom they were anxious to 
destroy, their ambition being the establish- 
ment, with the help of the Germans, of a great 
Turkish-speaking Empire, with the elimination 
of the Arab element and language, and the 
abolition of the religion of Islam, which they 
regard as the great obstacle to Turkish pro- 
cress.

The War Office has agreed to allocate 1,000

camps. The export of coal has been reduced 
to a dangerously low figure—from 73,000, 
tons in 1913, to 43,000,000 in 1915. The action 
taken by the Government in stopping recruit- 
ing of miners, the curtailment by miners of 
holidays, the abandonment of stop days, and 
the more regular attendante at work have un- 
doutedly resulted in a marked improvement in 
the output. But even with the marked redue- 
tion of absenteeism, these measures alone are 
not sufficient. We are convinced, as indeed we 
have been from the commencement of our in- 
quiries, that if legitimate requirements are to 
be fully met, economies must be practised in 
the consumption of coal.

AMERICAN COMMERCIAL 
ACTIVITY IN CENTRAL AND 
SOUTH AMERICA. 


The Board of Trade Journal for September 
21st, 1916, states — : . i 

H.M. Minister at Rio de Janeiro writes, in 
reference to the efforta that are being made 
by American merchants to develop trade be- 
tween the United States of America and Central 
and South America, that the present time is 
considered to be a favourable opportunity for 
studying the local situation for the purpose of 
supplying many of the manufactured articles 
that have hitherto been imported from Europe. 

At the suggestion, it is understood, of the 
representatives of Uruguay at the Financial 
Pan-American Congress at Washington, it was 
resolved that the visit of the Latin American 
delegates should be returned by Commissions of 
American merchants specially nominated for 
this purpose and under the direction of a 
Central Committee, each Commission being en- 
trusted with the study of commercial conditions 
in specially assigned countries. Thus one Com- 
mission left New Orleans in January last and 
visited Panama, Costa Rica, Nicaragua, Hon- 
duras, San Salvador, and Guatemala in Central 
America. Another has been appointed to visit 
Uruguay, and a third Commission has already 
been to Peru, Bolivia, and Chile. A fourth 
Commission left in April for Buenos Aires, and 
now (8th August) the Rio de Janeiro papers an- 
nounce the impending arrival there of the dele- 
gates who are to devote their inqunries to the 
conditions of trade in Brazil. 

It seems that other similar Commissions, all 
of which are of an unofficial character and are 
composed of business men travelling at their 
own expense, ate being organised to carry cut 
investigations in Colombia, Venezuela, and 
Ecuador. : 


NATIONALIST MEETING IN 
COUNTY WATERFORD. 


At a meeting of the West Waterford Execue 
tive of the U.1.L., held on Sunday evening at 
Dungarvan, Messrs. J. J. O’Shee and R. Hazile- 
ton, M.P., attended. The President, Mr. P. F. 
Walsh, occupied the chair, and resolutions were 
adopted pledging unswerving loyalty to Mr. 
John Redmond and the Irish Party, and calling 
upon the Government to immediately release 
the interned and untried prisoners detained in 
connection with the insurrection. Mr. O’Shee, 
M.P., said it was his duty to come amongst 
them and to give an account of his stewardship. 
The Nationalists were marking time until the 
termination of the disastrous war, when they 
might have the realisation of their hopes 
in the Parliament of College Green. This state 
or things existed until Easter, when the insur- 
rection burst upon the country at the instiga- 
tion of men who, he believed, were fired with 
i the truest sense of patriotism. With regard to, 
conscription, be said that up to the present 
Mr. Redmond and the Irish Party had opposed 
such a measure to be applied to Ireland, and 
they would oppose it to the last. 

Mr. Richard Hazleton said it was a ab 
pleasure for him to come to Dungarvan. When 
last he was there they had high hopes—hopes 
of a century were about to be realised, tes 
events had occurred since then that had upset 
all Europe. There was only one policy that the 
Irish people could place reliance on, and thad 
was the policy of trust in themselves. They 
should be self-reliant, independent of American 
opinion or of the foolish whispering of Ger- 
many or of any other Power. If they were 
united, they would be able to fight any odds, 
no matter how overwhelming, and victory 
should, and would, be theirs, (Applause.)
